(c) The third shot from the knoll (Z312-313) would here struck the 
President in the head, iaflioting the fatal wound. 

(d) The fourth shot, fired at Z327 from behind, vould here missed 
the oar and oontiimed down Xlm Street. 

(e) lotioe that this reoenstruotion eliminates maiiy problems t the 
idea of a **bllnd shot" striking both men, the absurdity of a 
point-blank miss from the hnoll with the oar Tirtually stationary, 
and tbs abeenos of any eridsnoe of a missed shot from the knoll# 

(f) la addition, the oonoept of a missed shot at Z 327 oould help to

(See Bealey Plasa diagram) It mlg^t 
aeem reasonable that a gunman aiming for another shot from 
tbs' TSBB had the bead on the ft;esldeirt^s head thrown off 
by the jolting hit from the knoll and, firing instimotiyely, 
missed orer the oar 0.62 seconds later.

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And hopif did th# ComilsBlcm deal vlth thli infcrnation? ooig^letely 
ignoring the knoll and creating a straw iBan~the charge that the shots ocudo 
fron the bridge (eaelly dlsprorable)— an^ tearing It down. In the section of 
the Beport called "Speculation and Bunors” G?P*^9-6i40) we findi 

Speculation-— ^e ehots that killed the Rresldent cane fro« the railroad 
overpass abore ths triple underpass. 

Spoculationr— dSie railroad overpass was left unguarded on Horeid>er 22. 

Speculation— There are witnesses who alleged tlwtt the shots oaoe frcn 
the overpass. 

Speculation— A rifle cartridge was reocvered fron the overpass. 

These speculations were easily dlsnlasedi of course. The Report 
stated that "The CoBBd.sslon does not have knowledge of any witness who saw shots 
frca ths overpass but did no t reveal that It had dofsens of witnesses who said 
tbs shots COM frm, the grasey knoll. It reported that "the 2 pollcenen and 13 
railroad iiqplosrees who were on ths overpass all affirm that no shots osae from 
the mrpassy • vlttotft saying that 2 o£ men saw smoke appear on the knoll 

and that thjse men found evidenoe of nejn behind the wall just after the shots .

(l) Carolyn Arnold^ s testimony 

(a) An ?BI statement taken on Horeaber 26, I963, by Special Agent 
Sunrisoa (DL 89-^3) states that Krs. Arnold, a ssoretary in the 
TSBD saw a man she thought was Oswald "standing In the hallway 
between the front door- end the double dooGCS leading to the ware- 
house, located on the first floor." Ths statesmnt relates that 
shs oould not ba sure that it was Oswald, and that the time was 
"a few mixzates before 12il5 HI." 

(b) Mrs. Arnold reoently told investigative reporter Earl Cols that 
this rai repoort la in aerlons error, and that she never told the 

those facts. Acoording to Era. Arnold, she told the agent t 
(i) that shs saw Oswald on the second floor, in the lunohroon 
eating lunoh (where ha Is reported to have claimed that he 
was) 

(il) that there was no question of the rsoognition^ she knew 
Oswald well because he often got change from her 
(ili) that the time was 12 1 25 not "a few minates before 12il5" 
(o) Mrs. Arnold's account is almost certainly correct. A later FBI 
report (DL IOO-IOU6I) <m Harch I8, I96I*, by agents Trettls and 
Eobertson, details a second interrierw with Mrs. Arnold. This 
Interview she read and signed. In It, she states that she left 
the Book Depository at 12:25, but omits ahy statement about seeing 
Oswald previous to leaving the building because of ths type of 
question she was asked, "Did you see Oswald at the tl» of the 
shots?", to which shs had to answer, "I did not see Oswald at the 
time Pi^esident Kennedy was ehot." A very sinister possibility 
presents Itself here: Agents Trettls and Robertson aust have read 
her earlier stateskent, whether it is the one attributed to her or 
the one which Barriscai wrote. The key part of that statenent 
was that she saw Oswald away from the 6th floor Just before the 
assassination. Yet Trettls and Robertson asked her nothing about 
this# Her estimate of the time at 12:25 conflicted with the earlier
